MADAME SUN SCOURGES 
THE MILTARISTS. 


‘PEASANTS I GNORED. 


_ , Shanghai, Dee. 21. 

Madame Sun Yat-son, the -Kuo- 
mintung woman radical leader and 
wifo of the late Dr. Sun Yat-son, 
has. issued a significant statement 
denouncing the. solf-secking Kuo- 
mintang officials on the whole and 
the unscrupulous militarists In 
particular for monopolizing all 
the powors within the Kuomintang 
Government. 
Madame Sun Yat-sen's astato- 
ment was issued In connexion with 
the strong rumours that thea Nan- 
king Government had _ Instructed 
the Military’ Command to order 
the immediate execution of Gen- 
eral Tong Yen-ta, the Communist 
loader for whose release Madame 
Sun Yat-sen had made a petition 
to ‘the Nanking authoritics. 


The statement says: “There is 
not the lenst doubt that the Kuo- 
mintang officials in power have 
made use of the anti-Communist 
war in the country to persecute 
their personal enemies, which is 
an anti-revolutionarist movement 
in truth and which the order for 
execution of General Teng Yen-ta 
demonstrates, 


“For three months the leaders 
of the North and South have as- 
sembled to find means of settling 
thear political syuabbies. During 
this long period the discussions 
were devoted to empty talk on tne 
election of the commisstoncrs of 
the Executive and Supervisory 
Committees and the elections to 
the higher posts. A better example 
to show that what the leaders 
want is power and post cannot be 
found, and while these discussions 
were proceeding Manchuria was 


“———~T facing imminent occupation by a 


neighbouring power. 
Protection of Labour, 
“While the two governments’ 
announced policies concerning the 


crontion of a democratic govern- 
ment und popuijar election move- 


|} ments are iuexl in tne extreme, it 


is doubtful if the two governmenta 
can free themselves entircly from 
militaristic influence. The — mili- 
taristic influence within the Gov- 
ernment must first of all be re- 
moved. 

“During these three montha’ 
nogotiations for the scttlement of 
national problems not a single 
word was uttered by the leaders 
for the protetcion of the labour 
and peasants’ popular movement, 
despite the fact that the Kuomin- 
tang principles demand that the 
labour and peasants’ intercst must 
be upheld at any cost as the centre 
of activities of the Kuomintang 
programme. Upon this will de- 
pend the fundamental economic 
strength of the country, which is 
the sole solution to the poverty of 
China and the unification of this- 
military controlled country. 


"If the lenders ' are going to 
ignoro this principle and proceed 
to solve the Party dispute by any 
other means, the whole thing is a 
show and what I would call an at- 
tempt to divide the spoils after a 
wholesala commitment of crimes, 
Tho Kuomintang leaders have 
rebelled against the Kuomintang 
and the few self-seeking mili- 
tarlsts must assume full respon- 
aibjlity for the destruction of the 
Kuomintang ideals and integrity.”

In these words Sir Oliver Lodge 
sums up his attitude to the work 
which has inereasingly absorbed 
ais energies during the last, 48 
vears, and delivers an “Apologia 
Pro Vita Mea” as the last chapter 
‘o his autoblography, ‘Last Yenrs,” 
(Hodder and Stoughton, 20s, net). 

“I cannot be altogether surpris- 
ed that reientific men, absorbed in 
fruitful renearches,” atates Sir 
Oliver, “still hold aloof and fent 
contemputous towards such com- 
monplace phenomena. 

“Sstencs will ultimately’ find 
that these facts contain the germ 
of a vnst development; they open 
up a new department, a new pro- 
vince of knowledze. That being 
my sane and permanent belicf, 
which has stood the test of some 
forty years, would it not be pre- 
-osterous of me to shrink from 
teatt*ving to the truth? :

In 
the circumstances, as a British 
banking journal points out, a re- 
turn by Britain to the gold 
standard cannot be hurried, since it 
would be folly to ignore the fact 
that in the conditions which have 
prevailed in recent years, the 
system haa signally failed to 
achieve ita principal objective, 
namely, stability of prices. The 
various impediments to its smooth 
working have now resulted in its 
complete breakdown, and it would 
therefore be extremely unwise for 
Britain to again link her currency 
to gold until there is a reasonable 
prospect that all countries adopting 
the system will. agree to abide by 
rules, the non-observance of which 
has been mainly responsible for the 
existing position. : 
It has, of course, never been 
claimed that the gold standard was 
free from imperfections, but prior 
to the War, when, to a much 
greater extent than in the post-War 
period, it was allowed o operate 
according to the recognised princi- 
ples and gold movements were per- 
mitted to exercise thelr normal in- 
fluence as adjnating factors upon 
the credit structures of the coun- 
tries concerned, it proved its value 
and was gradually adopted by the 
greater part of the civilised world. 
In those days; monetary gold was 
not regarded as a commodity for 
the settlement: of international 
debts, but as an adjusting agent for 
the correction of unbalanced trad- 
ing positions and the present break- 
down has shown tho neceasity for a 
return_to these broad principles, 
even if modern conditions may 
necessitate some modification of the 
system in detil.

INDECENT ASSAULT 
TRIAL. - 


ADMISSIBILITY ‘OF 
’ STATEMENTS. 


The trial of Sit) Shek, on a 
charge of indecently assaulting a 
two-yeurs-old girl, was reaumed at 
the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing, before the Chief Justice (Sir 
Joseph Kemp) and a jury. Mr. 
Somerset Fitzroy is for the Crown 
and Mr. Hin-Shing Lo is defending. 

Chan Wal-wing, police inter- 
preter, gave evidence of two 
charges being preferred against 
Prisoner, one of rape on the 
Saturday, and another of carnal 
knowledge on the Monday. Pri- 
soner made’a reply to the first 
charge which he (witness) took 
down in writing, but, with regard 
to the second charge, witness was 
instructed to ask prisoner if he 
were willing to write his own 
statement. This ‘he did. 

-When Mr, Fitzroy asked for the 
statements to be read, Mr. 
Lo obijected, saying that the two 
first sentences of the second 
ttatement were drawn from 
prisoner in order to explain the 
last sentence of ‘the first stnte- 
ment. ‘ 

To help to establish this, Mr. 
Lo cross-exnmined witness, who 
said that he re-wrote prisoner's 
own statement in order to correct 
the Chinese characters, but the 
meaning remained the same. 

Witneas . denied that he knew 
the reault of the medical examina- 
tions of the girl and prisoner at 
the time of the charges being ‘put 
to prisoner. He did not question 
prisoner, either himself or under 
instructiona, Witness agreed it

PROBLEMS FOR THE

Food taxes had been "shied at" 
by many, even by some of the 
keenest Protectionists, Once the 
wheat quota is passed, there will

It is understood that moat 
Liberals are at present inclined to 
vote gxainst the Government on 
the wheat quota, and that a very 
considerable number of Tories 
who represent industrial constituen- 
cies are greatly perturbed.

Dotective Sergeant Fitches ane 
the detectives were all summone- 
for ossault by handcuffing anc 
also by searching the complainants 
during the raid while Sergean‘ 
Fitches warn alleged to have 
nssaulted three of the memberr 
by having taken their finger 
printa. The Chinese detectives 
were accused of Inureeny of a sum 
of money from certain of the com- 
plainants and Sergeant Fitcher 
was alleged to have aided and 
nbetted the commiasion of the 
theft. 

When the Magistrate arrived in 
Court yesterday Mr. Eldon Potter 
Cnstructed by Mr. BE. Davidson) 
was present with Mr. Davidson 
while Mr. C. G. Perdue and Mr. 
T. Murphy (Asaistant Superin- 
tendents of Police) watched the 
nroceedings jn the interests of the 
Polica, 

When the names of the com- 
plainants were called there was no 
response, the defendants, however, 
all being prenent.
